The recent contest over the Bennett law in 
Wisconsin and the apparent victory of the 
Democracy have given the movement con- 
siderable impetus in IIlinois. 

Henry Raab of Belleville announced him- 
self in unequivocal terms as opposed to the 
compulsory education measure at the meet- 
ing of the State Teachers’ Association in 
this city last December. It was announced 
that he would not be a candidate for the of- 
fice of Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
In the last few days, however, there has 
been a decided change of feeling in Demo- 
cratic headquarters ‘and also with Mr. Kaab, 
as it is now announced that he will be the 
Democratic candidate for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, relying upon bis opposi- 
tion to compulsory education to secure his 
election. The Democrats are not understood 
as favoring a repeal of the law; they only 
desire an amendment of the measure to tne 
extent that no interference shall be had 


with the course of study pursued at pa- 
rochial schools and that the English branches 
shall not be taught there if not desired. Dr. 
Edwards, the present‘incambent of the of- 
tice, has clearly defined his position as an 
earnest advocate of the law.

Curer-Justice CaMPBELL of the Supreme

WILL ANY AMENDMENTS TO THE SCHOOL 
LAW SATISFY THEM? 

It is yet impossible to understand just 
what it is that the priests and ministers of 
Wisconsin and the Democratic newspapers 
which echo their sentiments object to in the 
Bennett law. They shout out vague charges, 
but do not lay their fingers on the particular 
section which wat fault. They say that lib- 
erty of conscience is violated, that the nat- 
ural rights of the parent are invaded, and 
that the German language is to be banished 
from the schools, but they do not state the 
clauses of the law which will cause these 
dreadful consequences.

There have been the same vague denuncia- 
tions of the lawin this State as in Wiscon- 
sin and the same difficulty im getting its op- 
ponents to give the chapter and verse of the 
act that was oppressive or unjust. At 
last, however, one of them has spoken some- 


this city, which isin the fortunate position 
of representing two religious camps, for 
while its proprietors are Roman Catholics its 
editors are Protestants.

The Staats-Zeitung says the Germans want 
this to read thus: 


No school shall be ed as a school under 
this act unless there de taught therein En- 
glish re and writing, arithmetic, history of 
the United States, and geography. : 


The difference would be that instead of 
arithmetic, geography, and the history of the 
United States being necessarily taught in 
English in the parochial schools they might 
be taught oniy in German, Polish, Italian, 
Bohemian, or whatever other language might 
suit the conyenience of the teachers. But 
English would be made one of the branches 
of instruction in those church schools as 
German now isin the public schools of Chi- 
cago, Pupiis who attend a grammar school 
in this city are taught to read and write Ger- 
man. If the law were amended as suggested 
by the Siaats-Zeltung the pupils in German 
parochial schools would as a part of their 
course of instruction learn the- English lan- 
guage just as they would Latin. 

There is one other amendment asked for. 
It is to take away from the boards of school 
directors the right to decide whether the in- 
struction im one of these private or paro- 
chiai schools is what the law contemplates 
and to compel them to approve of any school 
where English reading and writing are taught.

MEETING OF THE WORLD’S FAIR STOCK- 
HOLDERS 

The meeting of the stockholders of the 
Worid's Fair Association, held at Battery D 
Armory, was noisy and tumultuous and 
lasted some hours longer than it should have 
done. But this was chiefly due to the fact 
that the large majority of those present had 
never figured in the capacity of stockholders 
in any great enterprise, and knew nothing of 
corporation law governing such cases. It 
naturally enough seemed to them that one 
stockholder was as important as another, no 
matter if he had only one share and the 
other had a thousand, and that business 
should be done as at a town meeting, by a 
show of hands or a shout of ayes and noes. 

But this excusaple mistake would have 
lasted but for a few minutes had it not been 
for the unfortunate presence of a few indi- 
viduals who are fond of the town-meeting 
way of doing business; who love to hear the 
sound of their own voices; who love to 
tickle the public ear and hear the applause 
which follows the tickling. They iatroduced 
demagogy into a stockholders’ meeting, and 
were responsible for the waste of time and 
whatever Ill-feeling and misapprehensions 
may be created. They must have known 
that the number of directors could not be 
legally increased from forty-five to seventy- 
five or any other number by tne individual 
votes of those present. They must have 
known it could be done only by a vote of the 
stock subscribed. But as it made many of 
their hearers feel good to be told that one 
man was as good as another, or a little better 
if anything, and that they could .carry their 
point by loud shouting, these marplots stuck 
to their illegal claim till the Chair put them 
dewn. 

The demand for an iherease in the num- 
ber of directors was made on the demagogical 
plea that the affair was cut and dried.“ 
The wrath of these orators was stirred 
up by the fact that the holders of a large 
body of the stock had met and prepared a 
ticket which had on it the names of forty of 
the forty-five men to be chosen for directors. 
That was attacked as ring rule.“ While the 
stockholders did no more than they had a 
perfect legal right to—to indicate the 
names of men to whom they were willing to 
intrust the handling of their millions. They 
had a right to prepare a ticket when, where, 
and how they pleased, precisely as if they 
were voting for bank or railroad directors, 
and so had all the other share subscribers. 

One reason for not having as large a di- 
rectory as seventy-five is that it would be a 
Failure from its very size. It would be a 
town-meeting debating club. After the first 
meeting or two it wouid be impossible to get 
a quorum together, and whatever was done 
would have to be done by committees. It was 
believed that with a board of forty-five made 
up of capable business-men, chosen not to 
look after local or personal interests but the 
success of the gigantic enterprise the stock- 
holders have undertaken, results would be 
obtained which would be impossible with an 
aggregation of men looking after sectional 
or individual interests. Hence only a half- 
million of the stock voted for the larger num- 
ber and four or five times as much for the 
smaller. 

It was clearly explained by the Mayor and 
others that the hoider of a share of stock 
or of 100 or 1,000 shares could cast one vote 
for each share for forty-five directors, or 
cumulate 45 votes on one candidate for each 
share of stock heid. In this way the kick- 
ers’ by clubbing together could easily elect 
one, two, or several directors, This informa- 
tion pacified most of them, who proceeded 
to act on the suggestion, and a number of di- 
rectors not on the so-called regular ticket 
were elected, The Constitution of the State 
confers this cumulative right on stock- 
holders. 

Bliowld there be another meeting of the 
stockholders it will go off more smoothly 
than vesterday’s, for these who will be pres- 
ent will know that their voting strength de- 
pends on the number of shares they hold, 
and even if demagogues do try to lead them 
astray they will pay no attention to them. 
In this respect it was a good educational 
meeting, 


NATIONAL AUTHORITY OVER TRUSTS. 

If the Sherman Anti-Trust bill was referred 
to the Senate Judiciary Committee in the 
belief that 1t would be quietly strangied that 
body has certainly disappointed the expecta- 


tion by promptly reporting the measure back | 


in an amended but not weakened form. If 
the pill is to be put out of the way the re- 
sponsibility will not be on the Judiciary 
Committee, On the contrary that committee 
has given its sanction to a doctrine which if 
adopted will greatiy enlarge Nationa! con- 
trol over trusts and conspiracies in restraint 
of trade. It has been contended that Con- 
gress cond have power over such con- 
spiracies only when they were made 
between indiyiduals or corporations be- 
longing in different States, and that all 
trusts not distinctively inter-State in char- 
acter would be beyond reach of Fed- 
eral authority. Decisions of the Supreme 
court were cited to show that National 
power over inter-State traffic applied only 
when the freight was in transit from one State 
te another, but that when goods or wares 
reached a destination and were unpacked 
they were subject. to State laws only, As 
most of the great trusts have their head- 
quarters in the Hast and do business in all 
parts of the country the theory aliuded to 
would give them comparative immunity. At 
most Congress could only control the move- 
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1 of goods from State to 
State but are made up of illegal combina- 
tions for the vse ot extortion, whether 
the transaction is completed in the same or 


ported with approval does not merely forbid 
combinations between persons or individuals 
in different States but conspiracies of every 
character relating to inter-State commerce. 
Whether the conspirators belong in the same 
or in different States is treated as immaterial. 
It 18 now seen to be one thing for Congress 
to deal wita the freight or the goods which 
constitute the material of inter-State traffic 
but quite another to control the persons who 
carry on such traffic. Laws applying to the 
treight may operate on it only while in tran- 
sit. But if Congress is to have control over 
inter-State commerce it must have pow- 
er to forbid harmful acts, agreements, 
or combinations by persons in the 
same as well as in different States. 
Thus while the inter-State commerce 
act applies to freight only while in transit, 
yet ail carriers are forbidden to pool the 
earnings of such traffic. This prohibition 
applies not only to the roads that handie the 
freight but to all parallel and competing 
lines. In fact, their act as carriers in mak- 
ing a pooling agreement is declared unlaw- 
ful, although they may not have carried a 
pound of freight under the contract or divid- 
ed a dollar of earnings. If this principle can 
be made to apply to trust conspirators irre- 
spective of their residence in the same or 
in different States and their acts which af- 


y fect commerce between the States may be 


dealt with as independent of the transporta- 
tion of goods Congress will have great power 
over trusts of every character and in every 
quarter of the country. 


THE CHINESE PANIC IN NEW YORK. 

The action of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce in adopting the resolutions formu- 
lated by its Committee on Foreign Commerce, 
which denounce the proposed Chinese 
Enumeration bill, is based upon a very tim- 
orous and mistaken view of the situation. 
In the Opinion of this committee the bill will 
provoke the hostility of China and such hos- 
tility will be dangerous to this country. One 
of the resolations, indeed, which was adopted 
by the chamber, sets forth the following 
dangers which lurk m the proposed House 
bill: 


The day may not be far distant when an em- 

ire Of more than 800,000,000 people, apt and adroit 
n all the fields of science and art, brave in war, 
and persistent beyond all otmer races of men, 
now rapidly advanemg in the mastery of all the 
modern resources of national greatness, will 
summon this Nation to account. In the words 
of one of her stron men: “The world is not 
so near its end that Chine 
cycles of the sun so nearly 
have time to play the re ass 
work of nations.” 


The savants of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce show littie knowledge of history 
and national peculiarities in this ridiculous 
and cowardly statement of the contingency 
which so alarms them. The Chinese are 
only powerfuj in numbers, like rats and jack 
rabbits, and there is just as much danger that 
these rodente-will turn upon the dogs and 
overcome them as that the “heathen Chi- 
nese will ever seriously menace the Cau- 
casian race in thiscountry. The white races 
have already the supremacy of tpe world, 
dominate it tically, commerciaily, and 
by force of arms, and will continue to do so 
by reason of their capacity for controliing 
other races. There is no instance in history 
where the White races have succumbed to 
men of other races. There is about as much 
danger that this country will be invaded 
from the moon as from China, in the imme- 
diate present or in the most remote future. 
Long before China, even under the most 
favorable influence, could gather fleets, 
strength, skill, or knowledge enough to en- 
tertain the idea of overrunning any white na- 
tion she will have yielded to manifest des- 
tiny and come under the domination of the 
Celto-Saxon or the Russian races, by con- 
guests of influence and brain-power. Even 
now the Chinese retain their autonomy on 
sufferance from England ana Russia. When 
the latter Power has completed her vast 
railway system across Northern Asia to the 
Pacific Ocean, on the borders of China, it 
will only be a question of time how soon the 
Celestiais will be dominated by Russia com- 
mercially and politically, even if China is 
not absorbed into the Russian Empire. 

There is no danger to this country from 
China or from any other outside source. 
The elements of our danger are ali internal 
and of our own making. The day is rapidly 
coming when the people of this country will 
have to arouse themselves and administer 
heroic remedies to save themselves from the 
combined influences of corporate monopolies, 
rapacious trusts, Tammany Halls, and other 
boodler organizations, ecclesiastical usurpa- 
tion, plutocracy, fashionable vice, and sen- 
suality. These areimminent dangers, and 
they are growing more Menacing every 
decade, but we believe there will always be 
virility, patriotism, and virtue enough on the 
part of the American people to correct them. 
There is no serious danger from without, 
least of all from the Chinese, who, once weir 
wall of antique prejudice is broken down, 
will be rapidly overspread and dominated by 
the ideas and civilization of the Western 
races. The wall of the New York Champer 
of Commerce may be very pathetic, but, all 
the same, it is very silly and white-livered. 

CROSSING THE BUBICON. 

The effort by the Board of Trade of this 
city to cease furnishing the pabulum on 
which the “ bucket-shop ” gamblers live has 
assumed another phase. Hitherto the tele- 
graph companies have seemed to be neutral 
parties to the fight, though it has often been 
alleged their management was in sympathy 
with tne gambiers, who have contributed 
for years largely to their revenues. That 
allegation will now be believed by many who 
up to yesterday looked on it as an idle tale. 
The telegraph management has decided to 
abolish the ‘commercial rate of 25 cents on 
all messages between the Chicago board and 
the commercial exchanges in other cities, 
and will henceforth charge the full rate of 40 
cents. In other words, the board must now 
pay for its temerity in cutting off the infor- 
mation which the Western Union and the 
Postal Teiegraph companies have for years 
sold to the ‘* bucket-shops” without any ben- 
efit to the party originating the news, which 
was so important that the claimed right to 
receive it has been vigorously fought for in 
the courts. Evidently the board has put 
itself and its members outside the pale by 
daring to assert its independence, and must 
no longer expect to be recognized as having 
any rights which a telegraph official is bound 
to respect other than those accorded to tne 
humbiest individual who is an occasional 
patron. 

It may at once be understood that this 
movement is a literal “carrying of the war 
into Africa.” It has at least the merit of 
candor, as distinguished from the duplicity 
so often complained of only to be denied by 
the men charged with it. Those familiar 
with the history of the Western Union were 
not surprised atits latest action, which was 
voiced beforehand by a well-known bucket- 
shop man in a Thursday interview with a re- 
porter.

SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND COMPULSORY 
EDUCATION. 

Mr. Koerner, the editor of Germania, the 
German Lutheran paper published at Mil- 
waukee, who is responsible for the gross and 
malicious misrepresentations of the Bennett 
law, which caused the Lutheran and Roman 
Catholic voters of the same nationality as 
himself to vote solidly for the Democratic 
municipal ticket and the maker of bad jokes 
who headed it on a pledge of a total repeal 
of the act, is anxious to carry his war of 
falsification and fraud beyond the limits of 
his own city. He wants to ride the whirl-

Here were over 
11,000 districts school boards ealled on to en- 
force anew law. It 18 surprising that there

the importance of their office, Few are the 
laws which get into working order with so 
little friction. Were the repeal of every act 
to be clamored for because some official 
somewhere blundered in enforcing it the re- 
vised statutes would be a blank book, and no 
law would stand such a test. 

It is not impossible, however, that too 
much discretion is vested in school direct- 
ors. In that case it is easy to amend the 
law soasto remedy that objection without 
resorting to the desperate Milwaukee scheme 
of abolishing the law. Personal dislikes, 
neighborhood quarrels, religious disagree- 
ments may here and there lead school direct- 
ors to make improper decisions. From such 
lecal feelings the State Superintendent 
of Education is free. Therefore, before a 
Board of Directors takes the grave respon- 
sibility of deciding that it will not approve of 
acertain private school, let itcertify the facts 
to the chief educational officer of the State, 
and let the final decision be made by him. 
It seems as if no one coula object to that 
pian,for no Superintendent will make a series 
of decisions which are wrong. When he knows 
the people will soon sit in judgment upon his 
conduct and the courts also,

It was perfected by a 
city employéin connection with the work 
for which the city has paid him most liberal- 
ly. In strict justice it belongs to the city, 
and only a flimsy legal technicality would 
vest its ownership in a private corporation. 

It was quite refreshing to note that 
Dvorak, Bowler, Young, and other Alder- 
men who had a close call Tuesday voted in 
the interest of the city Thursday evening. 
Their experience may have had a chastening 
influence on them, 

It is to be hoped Prof, Barrett will now 
make à full, clear, and satisfactory answer 
to the order of Ald. Dixon, which it ought 
not to be necessary to remind him was car- 
ried by a 2 to 1 majority, and will be espe- 
cially explicit as to whether the city can- 
not use its poles and fire-alarm systems for 
the pu of renting to its citizens fire- 
alarm boxes or calis.””
